Commercial Papers signify such papers 
as, though Written by Hand, do not bear 
the character of an actual or persanal corre- 
spondence, such as invoices, deeds, copied 
music, &c. The charge on them is tho same 
as for books, but, whatever the weight of 
& packet containing any partially written 
paper, it will not be charged less than 5 
cents, 


Tho sender of any Registered Article 
may accompany it with a Return Reesipt 
on paying an extra fee of 5 cents. 


Tho limit of weight for Books and Com- 
mercial Papers to Foreign Port Offices is 
4\bs. Patterns for such offices are limited 
to 8 ounces, and muat nat exceed these 
dimensions: 8 inches by 4 inches by 2 
inches.
